reciting, amongſt other Things, that the Authors or Printers of ſeveral 
Journals, Mercuries, and other News-papers, did; with an Intent to de- 
feat the Payments-of the Duties therein mentioned; and in Defraud of the 
Crown, ſo contrive, as to print their ſaid Journa's and News-papers on 
One Sheet and a Half Sheet of Paper each, and by that Means they did 
neither pay the Duties of One Penny for each Sheet, nor a Halfpenny for 
the Half Sheet, as by Law they ought to have done, but entered them as 
Pamphlets, and paid only Three Shillings for each Impreſſion thereof, 
whereby His Majeſty had been much injured in His Revenue, and the
